Now th e amount of capital invested i3 $25,- 
000,000, and th e goods arc sold at 1$ cents 
th e square foot. 
Messrs. W ickwire are pay 
ing 25 per cent h igh er wages th an th ree years 
ago, and 100 per cent more th an wh en th e in­ 
dustry was first started. 
Neverth eless th e

“ th e tariff is a tax ,” and th at wire cloth will 
never be brough t with in th e reach of th e m il­ 
lion until it is repealed and th e British m anu­ 
facturers again tuko possession of th e market.

There is a manufactory of wire cloth in 
Cortland, owned by the W ickwire Brothers, 
and the Standard of that city gives a little 
history of the industry. 
Twenty years ago 
the tariff ujKtn wire cloth was started at 40 
per ccut and was afterwards increased to 65. 
When the first tariff was laid the m arket was 
controlled wholly by the British m anufac­ 
turers, and the goods were sold at 12| cents 
per square foot. 
Five years later, or fifteen 
years ago, the amount of capital invested in 
the industry in the United States was $500,- 
000. 
i he tariff eventually excluded the 
foreign goods and gave American manufac­ 
turers entire control of the home market. 
Now the amount of capital invested is $25,- 
000,000, and the goods are sold at l¿ cents 
the square foot. 
Messrs. W ickwire are pay 
iug 25 per cent higher wages than three years 
ago, and 100 per cent more than when the in­ 
dustry was first started. 
Nevertheless the 
Democratic parrot will continue to insist that 
“ the tariff is a tax,” and that wire cloth will 
Dever he brought within the reach of the mil­ 
lion until it is repealed and the British manu­ 
facturers again tukc possession of the market.

flood -gates of Heaven 
had open ed .

groun d is saturated with water, streams an d 
pon d s are full to overflowin g, the trees are 
bein g rapid ly d en ud ed of their magn ificen t 
foliage, an d other sign s in d icate that all N a­ 
ture is read y for a lon g sleep. 
The squirrels 
have stored away n uts en ough an d to spare to 
last them un til the sprin g of 1889, an d the 
quack of the w ild d uck as it flies southward 
earlier than usual to the ear of the weather- 
wise d en izen of the wood s, foretells an early 
win ter. 
These prophets may kn ow as much 
about the comin g weather as a cat, yet, 
n evertheless, there are m an y people who 
place great faith in their pred iction s based on 
their observation s alread y en umerated .

W EATHER PROPHETS WHO GRAVELY 
MAKE CERTAIN PREDICTIONS.

“ The sum m er is past and gone; the w inter is at 
hand."' 


On the night of April 22 last a brilliant 
display of northern lights was visible in the 
Catskill Mountains. Mountain weather proph­ 
ets announced that that and previous auroras, 
coupled with the fact that electric storms, ac­ 
companied by loud thunder, had been of fre­ 
quent occurrence, during the first 21 days of 
April,were regarded by them as indicating that 
tlie summer of 1888 would lie a cool one, and 
that the davs of the major part of the fall 
would be chilly and producive of much 
rain. 
These prophets “ point w ith pride” to 
the fact that their predictions have been veri­ 
fied to the letter, and they are now gravely 
m anufacturing 
weather 
for 
the coming 
winter. 
The average old trapper and hunter is 
usually a close observer of animal life in the 
woods, and they base their predictions upon 
the actions of squirrels, rabbits, wild ducks, 
etc. 
They look upon men of the class of 
W iggins 
and 
Devoe 
as happy-go-lucky 
weather guesser-, and of no more account 
than some of the prognostieators employed in 
the Signal Service W eather Bureau. 
T he re­ 
sult of the observations made by the hunters 
of hear and other game, big and small, is that 
the approaching winter is going to be “ pretty 
durnt-d snug.” 
Cold weather is to set in 
early, and there will he at least 28 heavy 
snow storms. 
In support of their assertion 
that the advent of cold weather may be 
looked for early, they point to the fact that 
rain 
has 
fallen 
on 
22 
days 
of 
this month, and at times as though the very 
flood-gates of Heaven 
had opened. 
The 
ground is saturated with water, streams and 
ponds are full to overflowing, the trees are 
being rapidly denuded of their magnificent 
foliage, and other signs indicate that all N a­ 
ture is ready tor a long sleep. 
Tlie squirrels 
have stored away nuts enough and to spare to 
last them until the spring of 1889, and the 
quack of the wild duck as it tlie3 southward 
earlier than usual to the ear of the weather- 
wise deuizen of the w oods, foretells an early 
winter. 
These prophets may know as much 
about the coming weather as a cat, yet, 
nevertheless, there are many people who 
place great faith in their predictions based on 
their observations alreadv enumeiated. 
Old boatmen along the Hudson River inva­ 
riably don the robe of propecy in the fall. 
They have these garments on now. and they, 
too, see a long and a hard winter at hand. 
Tlie exact date when the ice embargo on the 
Hudson will stop navigation has not been def­ 
initely announced. 
It is intimated that the 
signs portend a sudden close up. 
All this 
may be good news, iu a prospective sense, to 
men who expect to store ice, to yachtsmen 
fond of skimming over a smooth, glass-likc 
surface, in oddly-constructed skeleton ice 
boats, and livery men who have a large stock 
of sleighs on hand.

That has been peculiarly the sophism 
the American free-trader, and though 
iccessfully disproved by Hamilton and 
y writers and statisticians since tlien, 
evertheless it occasionally transpires 
*at a new or fresh champion will rush 
• to the arena of debate and parade the 
>gma with all t he airs and consequence of 
liscoverer of some new and startling 
nth, destined to solve a great economio 
„.stion; and the President, the latest of 
il, indorses to the people of the country 
.iiis old American free trade argument. 
Were this exploded fallacy true, the 
President should not only urge but resort 
to every constitutional method to remove 
the oppression; revolutionary methods, 
if necessary, would be approved by the 
IKiople for the destruction of the system; 
and if true, the protective system would 
never have been adopted, or if adopted, 
after a brief period the pe ople without 
distinction of party would have demand­ 
ed its abandonment. 


F R E E TRADE FA LLA C IES. 
Mr. Roger Q. Mills, in a laic magazine 
article discussing protection, declares: 
And the time will come when ail the 


lation—a darker evil than that of slavery 
—eliminated from the land. It isadarker 
evil, for while the Southern system of un­ 
requited toil enslaved the blacks, this sys­ 
tem is reducing white labor to slavery, 
and we revenue reformers or ffee-tnulers, 
if we may be so called, are making our 
fight for our own race, whose misery 
keeps pace with our prosperity, and we 
can measure our present progress, not 
only by the palaces of millionaires, but 
bv the huts and hovels of oppressed la­ 
bor. 
If Mr. Mills was right—if it were a 
darker evil than that of slavery—we would 
not now be discussing the merits of his 
bill; the oppressed country would not 
have waited the slow progress of his 
party for the last twenty years, but would 
have contested the question with the 
“ barons” by the heroic and patriotic 
methods which “ eliminated slavery from 
the land. 
I can not consume time in computing 
the cost in treasure to the American con­ 
sumers were it a fact that the percentage 
of duty upon the goods we import are ad­ 
ded as well to the price of the similar 
goods produced here. 
The amount, I 
assume, which would have been exacted 
under the system, were that true, as has 
been boldly asserted by Mr. Thurman, 
would be far greater than the present ag­ 
gregate wealth of all onr people. 
Why, 
then, has not that wealth been exhausted 
and our people become beggars and bank­ 
rupts, instead of having been made by it 
the wealthiest upon the globe; aud where 
is the misery and where the hovels and 
huts described by the distinguished gen­ 
tleman from Texas? 
I assume the President was not fo dis­ 
ingenuous as to refer to an hour, a day, 
or even a year in speaking qf the effect of 
a long approved economic system, but of 
its defects as a policy for the country, and 
was warning the people against its exact- 
fo < and burdens. 
If he is correct, our 
pr ective system is a criminal injustice, 
U..M unless he were mistaken it would long 
before this have impoverished our people 
and made them the poorest and most de­ 
graded upon the earth. 
Our villages and 
attics would now be but the aggregations 
at the “hot* and hovels” that Mr. Mills 
sees only in imagination, and our agri­ 
cultural area would be unreclaimed, un- 


There must be either some error in that 
doctrine they indorse, or else there are 
countervailing benefits they have not dis­ 
covered or imparted to as. 
But the President says he does not 
mention the fact “to discredit the system. ” 
If he thoroughly believed the old fallacy 
he indorsed, he should have made his 
statement to discredit the system of pro­ 
tection and should continue to sound the 
alarm until [were he right) the burden 
should be removed from a long-suffering 
and long-enduriug people; au(l a great 
national evil should be remedied, when 
he would be hailed as a deliverer divinely 
ordained—one after death to be canon­ 
ized. 
For nearly a century we have practi­ 
cally demonstrated that the effect of pro­ 
tection upon national industries by a 
country possessed of the raw material 
sufficient for the finished product whioh 
its people consume (or if grown upon the 
earth,then adapted to the climate and the 
soil), to the extent of equalization with 
more favored conditions elsewhere in re­ 
spect to cheaper labor or cheaper capital, 
has been and will be to increase toe 
volume of the product in the market and 
to depress and cheapen its price; it i6 a j 
stimulation to, and increases,the com peti­ 
tion which fo.ees prices downward. 


PROTECTION AND PR IC ES. 
Price depends upon consumption and 
supply, and protection increases supply 
to b o marked a degree and forces the 
price so low that it would be ruinous to 
producers, except for the increase in con­ 
sumption. 
If the goods are a necessity, 
convenience, or luxury to man, a lower 
price enables him to increase their uses, 
thus adding to his comfort or pleasure. 
Again, the product of the mechanical in­ 
dustries are applied to new use* when 
made possible on account of their costing 
less. 
Esi>ecially is this true with resect 
to iron or steel for building and fencing, 
resulting in a great saving to farmers and 
builders. 
The facts need not be fortified by sta­ 
tistics. I have a right to appeal to obser­ 
vation. 
Sugar illustrates the argument. 
The protection afforded by the German 
and French Governments tothe beet-su- 
gar industries of those countries has 
doubled the product of the world, forcing 
the price to the lowest point known in 
the market. This is also true, not only as 
to iron and steel goods, but equally so 
with respect to cotton and woolen fabrics, 
manufactures of wood, chemicals, and 
confectionery. 
There is not, I believe, 
an exceptional line of manufactured pro­ 
ducts in use by man that is not to-day at 
the lowest price in the history of the 
market. 
In these “latter days” politioal writers 
and economists have searched for the 
cause of the great depression in prices 
which all have recognized, and they have 
found it largely due to the increased pro­ 
duction in the “ protectedcountries,’’and 
it has also resulted, as they have learned, 
that other countries have cheapened the 
cost of their production, correspondingly 
increasing the volume, and doubtless the 
smaller percentage of profit upon the 
larger volame of business has equaled, if 
not exceeded, the profits upon the smaller 
but more expensive product. 
The last ten or fifteen years have been 
remarkable for the constantly decreasing 
cost of production, and our Republican 
administrations enforcing the j>olicy and 
system of protection, have been the chief 
and most important force in this success­ 
ful war upon high prices. 
The President and our Democratic 
friends must have observed this. 
Possi­ 
bly partisanship may have impaired tne 
mental vision of the friends, but some other 
reason should be found for the President 
proclaiming and indorsing in a campaign 
document the old worn-threadbare fal­ 
lacy. 
I am quite aware that I have been 
thrashing oid straw—I believe nothing 
new oan be suggested on the tariff ques­ 
tion—but the letter of acceptance jusifled 
me. 
We are all aware of the reasons which 
vindicate the protection to purindustriesj 
even though there follow temporarily an 
advance in the price of foreign goods we 
import. They are the rapid decline in 
the values of both foreign and domestic 
goods; the diversification of labor, afford­ 
ing opportunity for all to apply them­ 
selves to those industries best suited to 
their physical conditions and mental 
capacities; the distribution of Jabyr so 
* - f ' ■ 


that too many workmen are not com­ 
pelled to follow a single industry, over­ 
burdening it and so increasing the pro- 
duot as to render it uuremunerative; the 
increased mental activity and higher edu­ 
cation rendered necessary to engage in 
mechanical industries, mining and trans 
portation, their business management 
and administration; the enhanced value 
of our raw materials, and the develop­ 
ment of our national resources. 
Against a possible temporary increase 
in the price of Imported goods to con­ 
sumers, if advanoed at all, I point to our 
forests, made valuable by the mechanical 
industries that shape their wood into 
form for a thousand uses; to the iron ore 
which would be worthless if the Ameri­ 
can mechanic did not and could not 
adapt it to the wants of man; to our coal 
deposits, indispensable for supplying fuel 
for our manufacturing industries aud 
transportation, practically valueless with­ 
out them; to our vast system of railroads 
which are supported from the transporta­ 
tion of our natural products; but above 
all, to the increased value of our barren 
and unproductive territory, transformed 
into great States by agriculture aud the 
mechanic arts. 
i 
Against these totals plaoe the occos- 
i ional temporarily increased cost to the 
I consumers, which the President exagger­ 
ates and deplores, and we will find to the 1 
1 credit of the Republican system of pro- 
i tcctiou that grand sum which defrayed 
! the expenses of our civil war, which has , 
; nearly extiugni-hed the public debt, 
which has maintained and extended onr 
system of internal oommerce, has paid 
the pensions to our soldiers, and which 
has given a more general and higher edu­ 
cation to our people, and increased be­ 
yond that of any other era or stage of i 
our national existence the comforts and 1 
luxuries of life, and has contributed in a ! 
greater degree to individual wealth and 
earnings. 
There has been no complaint 
of burdensome taxation or excessive 
: prices except in Democratic speeches, 
messages, and letters of acceptance by the 
candidates of that party. 
We have become a self-supporting, self- 
| defending nationality, with a population 
j of 00,000,900 people, possessed of the re- 
I sources, education, and skill requisite 
! for their happiness and the promotion of 
continued national progress and pros­ 
perity. 
The welfare and advancement of 
each individual is limited only by liis 
energy and mental and physical capacity. 
Our Government, with its protective 
jiolicy has and will accomplish for each 
citizen all that any human government 
ever lias or can. 
No wonder the President supplements 
his statement of belief in the old sophism 
that protection so greatly increases prices 
by the remark that his statement was not 
made “ to discredit the system.’’ But 
here we have the peculiarity of Demo­ 
cratic argument. An assertion that, were 
it true, would prove protection a mon­ 
strosity in government—made for effect 
in the November election—is followed by 
a disclaimer of hostility to it. This is 
equaled by the professions of a desire to 
make our labor more remunerative, and 
at the same time advocating the abandon­ 
ment of her best market in the world for 
a competitive share in the poorest as the 
surest way to accomplish the object. 


TH E GREAT ISSUE. 


The issue is fairly joined by two groat 
political parties, und free trade or protec­ 
tion will be the American policy after 
March, 1889. Neither subterfuge nor 
new confessions of faith will conceal or 
obscure the real question. 
Democratic orators in the manufactur­ 
ing States are attempting to shift their 
ground and conceal the purpose of their 
party; but the official utterances of the 
President, the rei»ortfi of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, emphasized by the Mills 
bill, which was indorsed by the Demo- 
oratio national convention and pa sed the 
House of Representatives by a strict party 
vote, leave no doubt whatever as to the 
true position of the Democratic party 
upon the great economic question. 
The history of the Republican party, 
its plat f o r m s , and, above all, the bill re- 


I> o rte d to the Senate as a substitute f o r 
the Mills bill, leaves no doubt us to the 
position of tliat party. 
The Democracy 
has declared tor free trade and tor the 
destruction of our national industries. 
We have a home market composed of 
GO,000;000 consumers of the fruits of our 


agriculture, aud the goods made by our 
manufacturing industries. The Republi­ 
can party has resolved to preserve tlmt 
market for these people, and the Democ­ 
racy with equal resolution proivoses free 
competition with foreign capital aud for­ 
eign workmen. 
It is the same question that divided the 
North and South, and incited a bloody 
and expensive war, and the division is on 
the same agricultural aud geograpliioal 
lines. 
It is another great struggle on the 
part of our Southern friends for cheap 
and degraded labor, and against the in­ 
dustrial system of our Northern States; 
as Mr. Mills said, “ a darker evil than 
that of slavery.” 


INCREASE IN WAGES. 


There are several causes which have 
tended to increase the value of labor for 
the last twenty years in this country. The 
two most prominent are the manufactur­ 
ing industries of the North aud the abo­ 
lition of slavery in the South. 
Democ­ 
racy acquiesced in the latter, but is now 
making its final struggle for the destruc­ 
tion of the former. 
We liave a country extending over 
i nearly one hundred degrees of longitude 
and from the frozen North tothe borders 
of the tropics, rising in altitu !o from the 
shores of two oceans to pustules 7,000 
feet above the eea, suited to the produc­ 
tion of nearly everything necessary to 
feed and clothe human beings. 
Its 
fruits, grains, vegetables, and textile 
fibres supply the raw material for the ne­ 
cessities aud luxuries of life. Our forests 
abound in those woods adapt' d to, and 
that oun be easily fashioned for all the 
uses of man, and are so distributed in 
1 great abundance over the whole area that 
with our facilities for transportation the 
cost when fashioned is a labor cost alone, 
or 90 per cent, of it is. 
Nearly every chemical product requir­ 
ed cither for its medicinal qualities, for 
use in manufacturing or for decoration, 
is native to our country and scattered 
throughout our States and Territories so 
profusely that competition, as to price, 
is assured. Wo are supplied with iron ore 
and coal from our own mines in an 
abundance that insures competitive prices 
in both; the farming area of our country 
has a capacity over and above the needs 
of our home consumption more than suf­ 
ficient to supply the deficiencies in 
Europe. Our nation of (50,010.000 people 
with its boundless resources, the Demo­ 
cratic party insist shall not be self-sup­ 
porting or self-sustaining, but shall de­ 
pend on other nations and the people of 
other countries to weave the fabrics our 
people wear, and to grow the wool in 
them, to produce the iron aud steel they 
consume in its various manufactured 
forms, leaving hidden, undeveloped, and 
valueless our vast beds of ore, and lo 
manufacture the furniture,aud otherwise 
fashion the woods they use. 
More than 
this, our agriculture is now encounter­ 
ing sharp competition with the products 
of India, Australia,the Argentine Repub­ 
lic, and other South American countries. 
The Democracy threatens in its crusade 
for cheap labor to impoverish our home 
market. 


A F R E E TRADE M EASURE. 


There are about five hundred para­ 
graphs in the Mills bill relating to enum­ 
erated articles in the dutiable schedule ol 
our present tariff. The Mills bill trans­ 
fers to the free-li-t about one hundred ol 
the paragraphs. Sixty six relate tomanu 
factored articles, and twenty-six to the 
products of the farm, garden, or mine. 
The Mills bill reduces the duty ou arti­ 
cles in nearly two hundred paragraphs of 
the present law. By it three-fifths of the 
products of onr country are either thrown 
open to absolute free trade, or the pro­ 
tection is reduced to so meagre a scale as 
to give our market to foreign capital and 
foreign labor unless our labor be reduced 
to the foreign rates for w iges. 
It is cheap labor the other side is fight­ 
ing for. 
They have as little sympathy 
with well-paid lal>or now as before the 
war. 
Their laboring class now, as tben, 
is the colored population, and those who 
deny thorn their political rights unturt.l y 
would cheapen the value of their labor, 
an equally effective step for their degra 
dation.and quite likely necessary to main­ 
tain supremacy over them. 
Well-paid 
men are well-fed, well-clothed, strong, 
and beoome educated, and will not re­ 
main ip political servitude.

Transp ortation is now the imp ortant 
question in the West. 
Railroads have 
op ened up there new States and Terri­ 
tories, ami the W estern p eop le claim, with 
good reason, that the oost of transp orta­ 
tion to tlie Eastern States and seaboard 
makes their land unrem uiierative. Grant 
it, and what relief have they in the foreign 
m arket to which I have referred, which 
involves to reach it a furth er carrying 
coHt? There is a certain rem ed y-in 
develop ing m anufacturing which will 
build cities with p op ulations like those of 
the older States, in fostering the meehani- 
cal arts, and inviting to citizenship those 
outside of agricultural em p loym ent. Why 
should the West p ay for transp ortation to 
the Eastern or to the foreign market? 
They would better build one at home. 
This tho Rep ublican p arty invites the 
West to do. 
On the other hand, the 
Democracy p rop ose the transp ortation 
from Kansas an ! Minnesota of th eir fruits 
to Europ e,by mil and w ater, at a cost that 
will well-nigh consume th eir value, aud 
then p rop ose tho transp ortation back to 
them of their m anufactured sup p lies. 
The transp ortation charges in a short 
time will add to their cost far more 
than the tariff required to insure home 
manufacture and home consum p tion of 
the agricultural p roducts. 
Tins question has beeu discussed gener­ 
ally with reference to its destruction of 
the American m anufacture, but there is 
equally involved the home m arket of 90 
p er oent. of the fruits of our agriculture, 
the p ittance of 10 p er cent.

In this connection I beg to refer to a 
few of tlie m anufacturing industries which 
are p ractically agricultural or tributary to 
her. 
First, take p ap er—and we have all !>een 
amused, and many doubtless have been 
p rejudiced against that industry by the 
cry of “ wood-p ulp .” 
P ap er is an article 
o f necessity in one form or another in 
business and domivtio life, and its inauu- 
factur* is an absolute sup p ort of agricul­ 
ture. 
In the re a r of 1867 the value of the 
p roduct o f the p ap er' m anufactories of th* 
country was $05,900,000. 
P ap er is mad* 
from vegetable fibre, rags, old p ap er, 
straw, corn-stalks, wood, aud gnnses, 
am ounting in value in 1887 to about 
$60,060,000, and in addition to this, 
$20,000, 0 worth of chem icals and other 
m aterials were used in its m anufacture. 
It is fair to sav tuat more thau one-half 
the value of all the p ap er we use is a con­ 
tribution of waste m aterial or fibrous 
p roducts which would be of liitle or uo 
value excep t to m anufacture into p ap er. 
Woolen goods also illustrate th e benefit 
of p rotection to agriculture. 
In the last 
census year the value of our woolen fabrics 
| was about $267,(> r, 0 ; uml last year 
$l"f‘,000,<i()ii iu value of American wool 
I was p urchased uml m anufactured into 
1 them.

The p roduct of the starch industry 
i amounted in 188

Its manufacture afforded a m arket for

Soap , wliii h the Mills bill p uts on the 
free-list, in its m anufacture consumes 
from $12,0iH ,o<;() to $15 ,-k.o,nun worth of 
animal grease, a large p rop ortion of which 
would be waste excep t for te a t great in­ 
dustry, and the m anufacture of crude 
glycerine, of which 9,utay uo p ounds were 
made in the year 1887, all from the same 
agricultural p roducts. 
The eurled-liair industry, which fur­ 
nishes us with inattns63s and goods of 
like clmra -ter, utilizes an 
absolutely 
waste agricultural p roduct—excep t for it, 
tlie huir of slaughtered dom estic animals, 
cattle, hogs, and horses. 
The value of 
tlie raw material isnotlebs than $1,750,000 
yearly. 
Seventeen million dollars’ worth of 
glucose is manufactured annually in this

I propose now to invite your attention 
to that part of the President’s letter of 
aooeptance es|>ecially devoted to the 
manufacturing industries of our oountry. 
I understand the letter to Indorse the 
Mills bill, not by the title, but by refer­ 
ring to the consideration of that measure 
in the House of Representatives.

“ When the Democratic majority were 
attemptin ' with extreme moderation to 
redeem the pledge common to lxith 
parties, they were met by determined 
opposition and obstruction, and the 
minority (the Republicans) refused to 
co-operate. ” 
Certainly this is an unqualified ap­ 
proval of the House bill, and an omphatic 
denunciation of the Republican opposi­ 
tion. For the latter he has our thank s. 
x have already described the extreme 
moderation of the proposed legislation. 
Earlier iu the letter, the President says: 
“ We pro|>ose, too, by extending the 
mark et for our manufacturers to promote 
the steady employment of labor.’ 
Repeatedly the President has said his 
policy would extend our mark ets; he has 
offered to the manufacturers free wool 
and free luml>er as a bribe for their sup­ 
port. To the first, as a business proposi­ 
tion, they have replied that the wool 
product of the United States is indispen­ 
sable to their success and they would 
prefer to have its production stimulated. 
To the other, that it is inconsequential in 
view both of meagre Canadian supply 
and the probabilities of a Canadian export 
duty; and hisovertures have been spurned 
with oontempt. 
Whoever nas investigated protection 
and oonsulted with gentlemen adminis­ 
tering the manufacturing industries has 
been convinced that it is not in Congress 
or places of “ public trust” that we find 
the greater mental capacity and more in­ 
telligent comprehension of economic 
questions and industrial progress. 
I 
admit that, a ■« a class, the men directing 
the business interests of our country are 
superior to any other, and they are far 
more capable than the President even in 
the ways and means to extend their 
mark ets, and almost without exception 
they have rejected his policy as unwise 
and sure to prove unprofitable; and my 
arguments against the “ policy” will not 
be addressed to the directors of the in­ 
dustries, but rather to their employes, 
the wage work ers or earners. 
The declared theory of the President is 
that goods are manufactured in other 
countries at a less cost than here; that 
the amount of customs duties we impose 
upon foreign goods exactly equals the 
difference between the foreign 
and 
American sost at that time. 
At that low 
foreign oost, then, we must compete in 
foreign mark ets, and that can only be 
successfully accomplished by n reduction 
of the present profit of the manufacturers 
or a reduction in labor cost.

The decline in prioe of the gixxls I have 
mentioned isnot greater or less than upon 
other lines, but in oouneetion with the 
important fact that our people in 18x7 im­ 
ported more than $3 
K*,(hi (»,<HMi in value 
of goods that directly compote with the 
American manufactures demonstrate the 
small margin of profit. 
They would not 
permit importation of that which they 
oould profitably mak e here; and tlie cost 
of the production of American goods, 
then, must be reduoed to successfully 
compete in a foreign mark et, and that re­ 
duction must inevitably be in the labor 
cost; so then thewage-earnersareinvited 
t<> open the American mark ets or share 
them at the expense of a reduction in their 
own wages. It can only be accomplished 
in that wav—by surrendering a mark et 
of sixty million people to obtain a com­ 
petitive share in the inferior mark ets else­ 
where. 
Where are the mark ets of the world— 
the foreign mark ets the President invites 
our people to share? Russia, Italy, Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, Germany, Franco, Rou- 
mania, Belgium—all the European na­ 
tions except England and Holland—Hol­ 
land is moving in that direction—preserve 
their mark ets to their own industries. So 
do Canada and Brazil. 
All the European 
nations I have mentioned place theirsur- 
plus here and iu all the mark ets that sub 
sidi/ed transportation can reach or colo­ 
nial possessions provide, at prices we can 
not compete with. 
It is said by the ad­ 
vocates of the Mills (till that tlie condi­ 
tions for manufacturing in this country 
compare w ith those of her European or 
Indian rivals, except that labor is more 
costly here. 
To this L agree. 
They also 
admit in public that the protective duties 
should equalize the labor oost of maim 
factoring, so as to give that protection 
which will compensate for our high wages; 
and I agree to that. 
But it is claimed by 
the advocates of the Mills bill that it does 
that, and this I most emphatically deny. 
It is remark able that reputable gentle­ 
men should go upon the record mak ing 
that claim which, lik e tho one iu the bill 
only reduces the protection of the pre­ 
sent law 6 or 7 rx?r cent., is viciously false 
and intended to deceive.

labor cost ia goods have drawn their facts 
and figures from the “ Statistics of Manu­ 
facture, ” and the report of the Commis­ 
sioner of Labor, Mr. Wright, and I w ill 
briefly refer to his table, 
the boot and 
shoe industry. ” He states the labor cost 
at varying percentages, according to the 
character of the goods, from a little less 
than 19 percent, up to a little more than 52 
per cent. That of the material used at 
from less thau 4(3 per cent, to above 70 
Iier cent. 
Material is principally leather; 
and turning to his table of “ manufactures 
of leather” we find its labor cost to be 
varyiug percentages from less than 12 
per cent, to nearly 2-5 per cent., and the 
cost of material from 71 per cent, to over 
82 per cent. 
Hides are the principal raw 
material for leather, and the labor cost 
and the grow th of the animal and the 
bark and materials used to manufacture 
tho leather, the transportation, etc, are 
not stated. 
Here we have three stages of 
manufacture, in the first of which the 
labor cost is not given, and in the second 
only a part of the raw material used, but 
a careful analysis of the table with other 
I well-established data prove that the labor 
cost in the boot and shoe industry would 
not be less thau 9<> per cent. 
Mr. Wright's table on glass also illus­ 
trates the point. 
His percentage of labor 
cost runs from thirty-eight per cent, to 
seventy-two per cent., deixjnuing on the 
quality, etc.; the cost of tlie material 
from eleven per oenk to over sixty per 
j 
cent. 
These materials are fuel, sand, 
clay, lime, lumber, and soda, their price 
in the mark et being little more than 
their Jabor cost, as we well k now, but 
Mr. Wright does not give that. 
In pig iron he states the labor cost at 
about an average of twelve per cent., 
varying at the furnaces; and of the ma­ 
terial from sixty-five per cent, to eighty- 
five |X2r cent. 
The labor cost of iron ore 
and coal is given and runs from fifty per 
cent, to sixty-live per cent., but that of 
limestone, its labor cost, is not stab d. 
We k now its value is principally labor, 
The Mills bill proposes to give an 
equiv ­ 
alent of an average of fifty per cent, 
n d 
va lo rem duty on the foreign price of a 
part of iron and steel manufactures, but 
so distributed as to destroy the industry 
here, and adds a part to the free list. 
Mr. Wright's tables demonstrate that,, 
considered with other verified data, their 
labor value is ninety per oeut. of the 
finished product, but in respect to all his 
tables the labor cost ia so incompletely 
stated in tlie materials used that it is im­ 
possible to arrive at it in any specified 
finished product. 
I believe I have sufficiently illustrated 
the incompleteness of the argument that 
the labor cost is covered by the protec­ 
tion afforded by the Mills bill to those. 
Cotton is u raw material and tree of 
duty, as cheap here as to the foreign 
manufacturer; therelore it was practica­ 
ble for the gentlemen to obtain correctly 
the labor cost in all lines of cotton goodfe; 
but that they did not do, and in the light 
of their legerdemain,by tables I am justi­ 
fied in charging that the omission was for 


labor organizations k now whether as a 
rule capital receives more than its due 
proixiition of tho price of the goods 
made. 
It mi y, at an exceptional estab­ 
lishment, on account of nuusual facilities 
for procuring raw material or an advan­ 
tageous mark et, receive 
an unequal 
share, but as a rule labor lias been suc­ 
cessful in its struggle with capital, and 
established an equitable division between 
the two. 
The Government can now borrow money 
at 21 per cent. ix*r annum, and railroad 
securities earning 4 per cent, per annum 
are sold at par. 
Our Eastern and New 
York s v ngs-bank s, many of them at 
least, pay only 4 per cent. 
The rates of 
interest do not actually measure the 
profits of capital iu the industries, on 
account of the unequal risk s and hazards, 
but when the volume of capital seek ing 
investment at remunerative rates is large 
the rates of interest are not far below the 
busins&s profits, if the industries are 
thriving. 


PRICES AT THE LOWEST POINT. 
It is also true that competition has 
forced prices down to the lowest point 
remunerative to capital and consistent 
with the present value of labor or wages 
paid. 
I have referred to the downward ten­ 
dency of prices, but the subject will bear 
farther mention. 
The highest authority 
furnishes twenty-two articles, combining 
agricultural products and manufactured 
goods—leading articles in conunou use— 
and the average reduction iu the prices 
from 1865 to 1875 
whs twenty-two per 
oenfc, and from 1875 to 188) it was thirty- 
six per cent., but the most certain proof 
of the decrease is the Custom House ap­ 
praisal of the goods imported iu 188 > 
compared with the importations for tlie 
last fiscal year, goods which directly com­ 
pete with the .American manufactures.

Tiie free-list aims practically at North­ 
ern industries. Labor on the products I 
have indicated was equally w’ell-paid with 
that engaged in the industries the Mills 
bill pr fesses to protect. 
The American 
labor cost in the manufactured articles 
added to the free-list, and in those left 
upon the dutiable list is based upon the 
same rates of wages. Then wliat protec­ 
tion is afi’c .rdetl for the wage-work ers here, 
employed iu their production? It amount­ 
ed iu 183 according to the census report, 
to about #500.0 0,<K)0. 
Last vear their 
value is variously estimated at from #600,- 
0 0 0 ,0 0 0 to 38JO, 0 0 0,0 0 0. 


THE LABOR COST DOCTRINE. 
T pass to the dutinble-list and the claim 
that in tlie principal dutiable schedules 
not less than 35 per cent, ad valorem has 
been given to imported articles and that 
it more than equals their labor cost. 
The Senator from Texas [Mr. Cok e], 
who declared from his seat that “ if there 
is one thing iu this world that theaverage 
Texnu would go any number of miles out 
of his way to k ick and k ill and destroy, it 
was ft protective tariff,” stated in debate 
that the percentage of labor in the cost of 
cotton goods is less than 23 per cent.; iu 
glass, 50 per cent.; in iron and steel a 
fraction less than 19 per cent.; and he 
undertak es to give the percentage of 
labor cost and that of the material in 
those products, resfxx-tively; doubtless 
all tak en from the census report, “statistics 
of manufacture,” and entirely worthless 
as evidence of what he stated, for the 
reason that tlie labor cost of the materials 
used or manufactured by the various 
establishments is not given. The statistics 
do not furnish the labor oost of woolen 
clothing, commencing with the sheep 
farming, or of tho other materials used, 
dyes, etc., and commencing with their 
raw material before chemical processes 
had been applied to them, or the cost of 
cotton good8.commenci.ng with the plant­ 
er who raised the cotton. 
Cotton is the 
material for the spinner, the yarn for the 
weaver, each furnishing a finished pro­ 
duct, aud often produced by separate es­ 
tablishments. 
Iron ore and limestone 
aud fuel constitute the raw material for 
pig-iron. 
Iron for steel bars, blooms, or 
ingots, which are manufactured into wire, 
tools, etc. 
Commencing with the mine, 
half a dozen separate industries advance 
the manufacture each a stage, until the 
highest finished produot is reached} and 
the census report does not attempt to 
give the labor oost in the separate stages 
of advancement upward 


authority of Mr. Edward 
Atk inson, who is interested in cotton 
manufacturing and a distinguished stati- 
cian, that the actual labor cost in cotton 
goods is upward of 9J per cent.; that the 
profit divided to the manufacturer of cot­ 
ton goods is only 6 per cent, annually. 
For a production of cotton goods valued 
at $1,100,0(H) he demonstrates that $94>1,- 


savincs-bank depositors and owners of 
land; by the greater production of labor 
as now applied to new mechanical inven­ 
tions and scientific discoveries in all our 
industries, including agriculture, it is far 
above the increr.se in the cost of the 
manual labor employed, and 25 per oent., 
50 j>er cent., 75 per cent, 100 i>er cent., 
and in many cases 200 per cent, and 800 
per cent, more than compensatory for the 
higher wages paid. 
Im portant inventions have been made 
in mechanical arts and equally important 
discoveries iu the sciences. 
Class dis­ 
tinctions and lines are undefined and in 
no sense are barriers to advancement; the 
various industries and employments con­ 
tribute professional men, 
politicians, 
statesmen, 
merchants, 
manufacturers, 
bunk ers—the good, bad, rich, and poor in 
their proper projxirtions. There has been 
a general improvement in oondition. The 
poor are not growing poorer, but the 
protection polioy has resulted in the con­ 
stantly increasing prosperity of all. 
Mr. President, I believe I have demon­ 
strated the absurdity of the proposition 
that we can obtain foreign mark ets, ex­ 
cept by the equalization of the labor cost 
of our goods with those we will compete 
with, and that it can only be done by 
lowering the wages here. 
I believe I have demonstrated that we 
cannot compete with foreign goods in 
our own mark et without protection, and 
that tlie present labor cost under the pro­ 
tection system, as an economic question,is 
more than compensated for in the pros­ 
perity of the r>eople. 


THE | ADMIRABLE SENATE SUBSTITUTE. 
The Democratic measure was approved 
by that party in national convention and 
indorsed by the President in his letter of 
acceptance, and it proposes to open wide 
our mark ets to the competition of foreign 
I goods without their taxation for the sup­ 
port of the Government, payment of the 
public debt, and pensions to the soldiers; 
Democracy maintains that American pro­ 
ducers alone should bear the burden of 
taxation, and weighted by it contest with 
England, Germany, Belgium, and India 
our own and other mark ets. 
Tho effect 
of the Mills bill cannot be disguised aud 
should not be. 
The substitute reported 
to the Senate by the Committee on 
Finance is equally pronounced in charac­ 
ter and purpose. 
I believe it fairly illus­ 
trates the Republican policy of protection, 
and when its provisions are the law, they 
will defend the American mark et against 
foreign competition and importations, 
and quick en, strengthen, and extend it 
for the consumption of the fruits of our 
farms and the products of our mines and 
factories. 
The substitute is not sectional in the 
protection it would afford. 
The indus­ 
tries North, South, East and West are 
equally provided for. 
The reductions 
proposed in the duties on sugars and rice 
are large, but under the substitute they 
will remain higher than upon other agri­ 
cultural products. 
The committee has 
not discriminated against any American 
industry. 
We did investigate to deter­ 
mine whether, by an equalization of their 
labor cost with tne labor cost elsewhere, 
certain industries would sustain them­ 
selves here, and I do not k now of any in­ 
stance in wliich protection was refused if 
the 
committee 
concluded

would follow. 
I do not believe the re­ 
duction of duties upon the goods manu­ 
factured here will reduce revenues. 
The exjierience of the past proves it 
otherwise, and the substitute under con­ 
sideration will, in my judgment, in all

OUR NEGLECTED MAILS . 


It is a notorious fact that the postal ser* 
vice under the present administration has 
been a blot npon a reoord, which, under 
Republican rule, was a credit to tho United 
States. Our system, as it was organized, 
and upheld under that rule, was a model 
for the world to copy. British Postmast­ 
er Generals have pointed to it as a won­ 
der, and our people have felt pride in 
each succeeding advance toward perfec­ 
tion and free postage. 
Under Cleveland and so-called reform 
what has been the result? Com|>etent 
men have been turned out to mak e room 
for bar-room politicians, and Southern 
brigadiers. 
One-armed soldiers have

There is not a post-office in the country 
of which complaint has not been made. 
There is dissatisfaction from the roof 
to the foundation in the New York estab­ 
lishment.

Boston, 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, St. 
Louis, 
Cincinnati, New Orleans, in 
fact all of the larger cities, have been 
famous during tlie past three years and 
a-half for a profound k nowledge of how 
not to do it. 
The people pay for, and are entitled to 
first-class and thoroughly efficient postal 
service. 
Under Cleveland they have not 
got it. They have been cheated, robbed, 
humbugged, and forced to suffer all 
manner of indignities and inconvenience. 
It is time that a change were here. 
We 
have had enough of Cleveland and re­ 
form. 
Under Benjamin Harrison the 
country may depend upon getting honest 
administration, not only iu connection 
with postal affairs, but as regards every 
other branch of departmental work .

proposed; in its preparation that policy 
was pursued, if manifestly the American 
product might be enlarged to the de­ 
mands of our home mark et and American 
competition in the manufacture oould be 
assured. 
It is probable we have not provided the 
requisite protection In every instance, 
but the omissions, I believe, will be found 
to be very few, and for myself—I speak 
only for myself—until tlie substitute with 
such amendments os may Vie adopted is 
the law, I will l>e willing to correct those 
errors; I believe it to be the purpose of 
the committee to continue investigation. 
Mr. President, the substitute which has 
been presented is the opposite of the 
Mills bill; no comparison of their sche­ 
dules in respeot to the relative reduction 
of rates by the two bills will be tolerated 
by its authors; they understand that it 
stands for protection, and if faulty any­ 
where in that respect, that it should be 
amended, and that the other stands for 
free trade, 
I have not attempted to discuss the 
many paragraphs of the Senate suostitute. 
Full tables will be prepared and submit­ 
ted, and there is not a citizen in the 
country who will not be able to learn how 
it affects him and each industry. 
Democracy has tendered the issue, and 
every effort should be made to meet it 
fairly, and I trust it will not be claimed 
that the Senate substitute avoids or ob­ 
scures it 
The substitute has pointed the 
way for the proper reduotion of our na­ 
tional revenues without interfering with 
the tax on alcohol or spirits which are to 
be manufactured into or used as bever­ 
ages, and to continue and further enlarge 
and strengthen the protective system and 
policy.

H IG H LICEN SE IB T H E STATES. 
The universal sentiment of Republi­ 
cans and of all sensible people who have 
the interest of the great human family 
and the welfare of the United States at 
heart favors high license. 
High license 
laws, considered prohibitory in effect, 
prevail in several of the States. 
In 
Arkansas, besides the three-mile limita­ 
tion, which refers to a church as well as a 
school-house; the State fee is $300, aud 
most counties require from $800 to $500 
additional. 
In Missouri the lowest fee 
is $550, and this may be indefinitely in­ 
creased by any town. 
Illinois has a 
fee of 4150 lor ale and beer, and $500 for 
distilled liquors, and every city, town or 
village may prohibit the sale of intoxi­ 
cants entirely by a majority vote. Michi­ 
gan levies $ 2 0 0 tax on each wholesale and 
retail dealer in inalt liquors, snd $500 on 
each wholesale dealer in spirituous liq­ 
uors. 
Tn Nebraska the fee is $1,000, and 
every man wanting license must have the 
approbation of thirty freeholders, his 
petition must be published two weeks iu 
the newspaper of largest local circulation, 
and if any objection be made to him he is 
debarred. 
He most also give $5,000 
bonds, and must support all paupers, 
widows and orphans, and pay the expense ! 
of all prosecutions, civil aud criminal, 
which may be justly attributable to the 
traffic. Minnesota has a law quite similar. 
Sunday prohibition exists by statute in 
every State where restrictive laws have 
been enacted, but in all the large cities of 
all the license States it is but spasmodi­ 
cally enforced as a rule, though generally 
observed by dealers in the smaller towns. 
The effect of high license in Pennsyl­ 
vania will be noted hereafter. 


A VITAL QUESTION. 
The importance of high license as a 
restrictive measure, as a Source ui' State 
revenue, and as a reformer generally of 
a traffic which has been permitted by 
Democratic legislation to fall to a very 
low and injurious point, is more fully ap­ 
preciated at the present time than it hus 
ever been.

HIGH LICEN SE IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


An excellent lesson may be drawn from 
Pennsylvania. The new license law fixes 
the retail liquor license in cities at $5(Hi, 
in towns at $8 0, in boroughs at $150, 
and in country townships ;.t 875. It gives 
County Judges absolute power in grant­ 
ing or revolving licenses, and requires 
them to make full inquiry as to the moral

In Philadelphia two-thirds of 
the applications were rejected. 
Hereto­ 
fore licenses have been granted in Phila­ 
delphia by the County Commissioners; 
generally machine politicians, now the 
power is vested in the Common Pleas 
Judges. 
These Judges may revoke licenses with­ 
out reference to a jury. 
The largely in- 
cr< ased revenue is due to the fact that 
the new system of licenses cannot be 
evaded with ease, if at all. 
The law for­ 
merly in force based the amount of license 
on the volume of sales, and the majority 
of saloon-keepers pretended to sell less 
than they did. 
The new law’ has worked 
admirably, and so such a law would un­ 
doubtedly work in the State, County aud 
City of New York.

cigars, it will not be as high, iu propor­ 
tion, as it has been, because the commit­ 
tee propose to raise the duty ui>on the 
imported tobacco.

Five years later, or fifteen 
years ago, the amount of capital invested iii 
the industry in the United Slates was $500, •

th e tariff eventually excluded the 
foreign got sis ami gave American manufac 


turcrs entire control o f the home market. 
N ow the amount of capital invested is $25,- 
000,000, and the goods arc sold at l f cents 
tho square foot. 
Messrs. W ick wire are pay 
iug 25 per cent higher wages than three years 
ago, and BX) per cent more than when the in 
dustry was first started.

On the night of April 22 last a brilliant 
display of northern lights was visible in the 
Catskill Mountains. Mountain weather proph­ 
ets announced that that and previous auroras, 
coupled with the fact that electric storms, ac­ 
companied by loud thunder, had been of fre 
quant occurrence, during the first 21 day s of 
April, w ere regarded bv them as indicating Huff 
the summer of 188* would lie a cool one, ami 
that the dais of the major part of the fall 
would Ix* chilly and produciyc of much 
rain. 
These prophets “ point w ith pride” to 
the fact that their predictions have lx*en veri­ 
fied to tile letter, and they are now gravely 
manufacturing 
weather 
for 
the coming 
winter. 
The average old trapper and hunter is 
usually a close observer of animal life in the 
woods, and they base their predictions upon 
the actions of squirrels, rabbits, wild ducks. 
etc. 
They look upon men ref the dais of 
Wiggins 
and 
Ihvoc as happy-go-lucky 
weather guesser*, and of no more account 
than some of the prognosticators employed in 
the Signal Service Weather Bureau. 
The re­ 
sult of the observations made by the hunters 
of tiear nnd other game, big and small, is that 
the approaching winter is going to be “ pretty 
chirm d snug.” Cold weather is to set in 
early, nnd there w ill Ix* at least 28 heavy 
snow storms. 
In support of their assertion 
that the advent of cold weather may lie 
looked for rally, they point to the fact that 
ruin 
has 
fallen 
on 
22 
days 
of 
this month, ami at times as though the very 
flood-gates of Heaven 
had opened. 
The 
ground is saturated w ith water, streams and 
ponds are full to overflow ing, the tries ate 
being rapidly denuded of their magnificent 
foliage, unit other signs indicate that all Na­ 
ture is ready tor a long sleep. 
The .squirrel* 
have stored away nut* enough and to spare to 
last them until the spring of 1889, and the 
quat k of the w ild duck us it flies southward 
earlier than usual to the ear of the weather­ 
wise denizen of the woods, foretells an early 
winter. 
These prophets may know as much 
about the coming weather as a cat, yet, 
nevertheless, there are many people w ho 
place great faith in their predictions based on 
their observations already enumerated. 
Old boatmen along the Hudson River inva­ 
riably don the rolic of propecy in the fall. 
They have these garments on now, and they, 
too, see ti long aud a hard winter at linnet. 
The exact date when the ice embargo on the 
Hudson will stop navigation lins not lieen def­ 
initely announced. 
It is intimated that the 
sign* portend a sudden close up. 
All this 
may lie good news, in a prospective sense, to 
men who expect to stere ice, to yachtsmen 
fond of skimming over u smooth, glass-likc 
surface, in oddly-constructed skeleton ice 
boats, and livery men w ho have a large stock 
of sleigh* on hand.
